Saturday afternoon we \enturcdj 
me miles north of the ruins of 


the CCC bridge to a point abaut 7 
miles from Ashdown as measured 
cross-country. Others on the river 
Saturday estimated we had travel- 
ed from 20 to 25 miles from

Ferry. But 


this is guess-work for my book — 
there are no road 
maps on Little 


River. 


On rounding every bend there is 


a n e w fascination — a blue heron 
Blasts off ahead of you and stub-

ploded with an estimated force of 
more than 10 million tons of. TNT. 


A "supersensitive" seismograph 


at Matsushiro, 130 miles northwest

air guage readings, the scientists 
reported.
